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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


While calling the Monday Night Net this past week, I asked myself a 
very simple question, “Why do we do this?”. The answer to that question 
was not what I expected. To begin, I fully understand that the nets are a fo- 
rum of communication that allow us to come together on the radio and share 
our experiences with the hobby. But, when I pondered the question, I was 
really thinking about the inherent value of the exercise. 

The next thought that came to mind was that the net serves as a tool for 
checking that our equipment is operating as expected. That is definitely a 
utilitarian value, but I was really looking for an answer that would motivate 
the net’s continued existence. I found that value by looking back on my 
own initial experiences with the net. 

When I first got into the hobby, the net served as this consistent source of 
balance. It was a moment in time where, as a new operator learning the 
ropes, I could take solace that there would be a moment when I could ask 
my questions and there would be someone, somewhere, willing to answer 
them. Checking in to the net served as a strong motivator to continue 
tweaking and tinkering with my radio until I was able to check-in. Most of 
all, the net was a welcome staple in the week where I could learn how to op- 
erate my radio by hearing what others said. It was the first time I under- 
stood that everyone will make mistakes and that forgetting to sign off cor- 
rectly was not the end of the world. 

Even before I was an active member of the club, the net served as a step- 
ping stone to get to know other operators. Hearing the same voices each 
week and learning the names and their calls eventually paved the way to at- 
tending meetings and getting involved in various other club activities. 

Thinking back on those initial experiences also reminded me that no mat- 
ter the years of experience, or the level of license held, we all have some- 
thing to offer one another and we must continue to share. So, next time 
you’re going through the motions as net control, remember that there is 
probably a new Ham out there listening. Just waiting to key their micro- 
phone and try out that shiny new call sign for the very first time.

The Senate Bill, S. 1534, allows for effective outdoor Amateur Radio antennas for public service 
and emergency communications while protecting the prerogative of community associations.

We’ll even provide free, safe 
eclipse viewing glasses to the first 200 people who come to the viewing, courtesy of NASA and the Lawrence Hall 
of Science in Berkeley, California! If you can’t make it to the park, we’ll live stream the eclipse from the Lafayette 
Science Museum Observatory. To help you get ready, there will be planetarium programs about the eclipse begin- 
ning in June and special eclipse outreach programs at the Iberia Parish Library and four branches of the Lafayette 
Public Library.

1 pound dry kidney beans 1/2 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
1/4 cup olive oil 1 teaspoon dried thyme 

1 large onion, chopped 1/4 teaspoon dried sage 

1 green bell pepper, chopped 1 tablespoon dried parsley 

2 tablespoons minced garlic 1 teaspoon Cajun seasoning 

2 stalks celery, chopped 1 pound andouille sausage, sliced
